ROAD LAST WEEK 


Confession Says That Woman 


Wanted to "Get Rid" 


of Husband. 


Greenfield, fed., Nov. 8 (AP.) 


—Hancock county authorities to- 
day questioned Mrs. Marie Cole, 
25, and her alleged sweetheart, 
Frank Jordan, 25, both of In- 
dianapolis, held on charges of 
murder in connection with the 
finding of the woman's husband, 
Raymond Cole, 37, shot to death 
near here a week ago. 


Mrs. Cole was being question- 


ed on the basis of information 
contained in a statement obtain- 
ed from Jordan by Indianapolis 
detectives, who arrested the pair 
Thursday and brought them to 
Greenfield. 


Jordan admitted, according to 


detectives, that he had been 
carrying on an affair with Mrs. 
Cole for about four months and 
that on various .occasions she 
toad expressed a desire to "get 
rid" of her husband. 


Mrs. Cole asked him to meet 


her Friday night at the place 
where the body was found, Jor- 
dan said, according to detect- 
ives, on the pretext that her 
husband was coming home and 
was going to "run a load of li- 
quor" and that she wanted Jor- 
dan $o bring her back to Indi- 
anapolis. 


Accordingly, Jordan said, the 


detectives asserted, he drove to 
the appointed^ spot, arriving 
there about -10 o'clock. He «aid 
he saw the Cole automobile cross 
a bridge and followed it. Hear- 
ing shots, Jordan said, he drove 
to where he found the Cole car 
parked. Mrs. Cole ran out, he 
said, crying "hi-jackers, get out 
of here." Jordan then turned 
his tar around, the detectives 
said tie asserted, and as he did 
so it struck something which he 
discovered to be a man's body. 


Mrs. Cole got into the car, de- 


tectives said Jordan's statement 
related, and when they had 
driven abbut 50 yards she tossed 
something out onto the road. 
She told him, Jordan said, that 
it was a bottle. The gun with 
which Cole was shot later was 
found just at about the spot 
where Mrs. Cole, according to

Perhaps there is danger of Armistice Day ob- 


servance becoming perfunctory and meaningless. 
Even the people in many lands who recall the 
delirious celebration of Nov. 11,1918, have forgot- 
ten somewhat all the strain, fear, pressure, hor- 
ror, hypocrisy, hatred and destruction in which 
the world had been living for four years. 


It was enough on that day to rejoice that the 


guns were silenced on the western front. There 
should be something more in our celebration 
today. 


What is the significance of Armistice Day? 


What should our celebration this year mean to us? 
Should it not be more than a memorial service, 
more than a thanksgiving day for the end of a 
war? What is the use of parades and wreaths 
and speeches unless to impress upon all, young 
and old, that peace is better than war? 


TEN TEARS OF RADIO 


Radio broadcasting is now 10 years old. The 


first public broadcasting of any importance is 
said to have been the announcement of Presi- 
dent Harding's election on Nov. 2, 1920, to a few 
scattered listeners who were regarded as cranks. 


Radio receivers, then numbered by hundreds, 


are now numbered by millions. Stations have 
multiplied until they are fighting for their place 
in the ether. Their power and range have in- 
creased until they cover the world. Senders and 
receivers have made more improvement than any 
other important mechanism ever m^-de in so 
short a time. Broadcasting has become at the 
same time a great industry and a great art, em- 
ploying hundreds of thousands of artisans and 
artists.

sion, protein, carbohydrate and 
1st mast be supplied in definite 
proportions. It has been estimat- 
ed that r.he minimum calorie re- 
qiifremen* for a day for adults is 
twelve calories to each pound of 
body weight Children require 
more food in proportion to their 
weight than adults. 
Ten to fif- 


teen per cent of the calories should 
be protein, 25 per cent fat and 
the remaining 60 to 65 per cent 
carbohydrates. 


Second, organic salts or miner- 


als must be provided in necessary' 
amounts. 
Calcium, phosphorus, 


iron, iodine, copper and other min- 
erals are important factors Jn 
every meal. 


Third, the "protective foods" or 


vitamins are imperative. 


Fourth, each meal should con- 


tain something crisp which re- 
quires thorough mastication for 
the sake of the teeth. 


Fifth, a quart of milk a day for 


children and. a pint for adults 
should be -used either in cooking 
or as a beverage. 


.Supplementing these constitu- 


ents, bulky foods and water must 
be included. 


With the exception of a few 


concentrated 
foods like sugar, 


other elements in addition to the 
one which classifies it are found 
in all foods. Vegetables which 
are primarily sources of starch 
and 
sugar—carbohydrates—also 


are 
supplying 
some 
protein. 


Cheese is rich both in protein and 
fat, although it is considered a 
protein food. 


The function of each group of 


foods is significant. Mary Swartz 
Rose states that "protein food has 
an absolute monopoly on the nit- 
rogen supply of the -body" and 
that "nitrogen enters into the 
construction 
of 
body 
proteins 


which are essential to the life of 
every cell and constitute the most 
prominent part of muscle tissue. « 
A child cannot grow and form 
strong muscles without it; a full-

will need no needle. Have ready 
the string considerably longer 
than you will need in the end. 
Cut the string at the place where 
the old string has been knotted 
or at one clasp and, removing 
two or three beads, lay the end 
of the old thread beside the end 
of .the new and wax them care- 
fully together. 


By careful management all the 


beads may then be slipped over 
this -waxed juncture without 
needing to be restrung, and after 
they have all been transferred 
the few removed to begin with 
may be added at the free end of 
the string. The string can then 
be cut to desired length.
